LET THE USERS PAY 

Some progress has been 
made either in reducing or 
eliminating government com- 
petition with private busi- 
ness -- a form of competi- 
tion which is not only mani- 
festly unfair to the enter- 
prises concerned, but which 
adds up to a tremendous 
drain on the taxpayers in 
general, But we still have a 
long way to go. 

This competition exists In 
cases, it is probable, the 
People at large don’t yet 
have a good picture of what 
is going on. 

The government's parcel 
post system is an example, 
During most if not all of its 
history it has operatéd at a 
taxpayer-borne deficit, | even 
though the original act’ aut- 
horizing its creation provi- 
ded that it should pay its 
own Way. Since 1926, one 
reliable estimate ‘says, the 
deficits have totaled $1.2 
billion. And indirest, costs 
not included in post’ office 
accounts are estimated to be 
in excess of $43 million a 


year, 

‘This lead the Hoover 'Gom- 
mission, in its report on Bus- 
iness, Mnterprises, to : note 
that the “failure of par- 
ce] post rates to cover the 
full cost of service consti 
tutes a subsidy to the ‘users 
of parce] post.” It then re- 
commended that if current 
rates do not cover all costs 
of the service, Including in- 
direct costs, these rates 
should be raised.

TIME FOR A STUDY 
President Faricy of . the 
Associate of American Rail- 
roads has urged a scientific 
study of the economic pro- 
blems of transportation - - 
especially those which in- 
volve the government. He 
spoke at the inauguration of 
Northwestern University's 
new transportation center -- 
whose purpose, as he put it, 
“4s to bring to bear the 
study, research and training 
facilities of a great univer. 
sity upon the technological 
ind economic problems in- 


n-| volved in the whole field of |P 


transportation -- whether it 
be by rail, by road, by wa- 
ter, by alr, by pipeline or py 
other ways and means not 
yet dreamed of...” 

Government, as Mr. Faricy 
points out, is intimately in- 
volved in transportation in 
many ways. It ie a major 
user, It helps develop some 
forms. It is a tax-collector 
and regulator. So, he said, 
government “...as usher, 
regulator, taxer, promoter 
and investor, 1: necessary 
part of any study of the 
transportation picture as a 
whole.” 

Moreover, government, by 
sins of both omission and 
commission, has contributed 
greatly to maladjustments In 
transportation today. The 


regulatory laws and policies 
are in large part obsolete, 
having-been drawn and for- 
mulated in an era when Con- 
ditions were entirely differ- 
ent, Government, in one way 
or another subsidizes vari- 
ous kinds of commercial 
transportation -- while ot- 
her forms, notably the rail- 
roads, must pay their own 
way in particular, 

The scientific study Mr. 
Faricy suggests would be of 
enormous value to the peo- 
ple of this country -- all of 
whom depend on transpor- 
tation in their daily living.
